iPHchers. Iirtttpi- paid teachers, eco- 
nomic system of taxation, the re- 
moval of politics from schools, etc 

Applying tbiH law to fourth class

The live niPnibers con- 
stituting the present board of trus- 
tees (whether their term of oRlce 
expires oi not ) go out of ofBce on 
the eipction an<l orKanlzalion of the 
Board of F^ducatlon on tho first ,Moii 
day in January, 1921. 

IV. A petition for trustee must 
bo died with tho Coanty Clerk 'not 
more than aixty and not leaa than 
Ittaaa daya baforo tka day ot alae- 
tioa," aad "aot laaa tkaa dttr lagal 
votan ot aald diatriet "maat aaeom- 
paay aaiA lltag papar. Tka alaatlOB 
akall ba' bald wttkoat ratoraaea to 
wards or territorial subdivisions. 
General election .laws govern the 
trustees under the new legal term 
"School Ticket." It sliaii be the 
duty of the sheriff to provide a sep- 
erate box for the reception of the 
school ballot. Alile to read and 
write, attained the age of 24, and a 
citizen of the United States for at 
least three years seem to be about 
the legal requlremepts for eligibility 
to membership on the Board of Bd- 
ncatioa. 

V. No tnutaa, at time ot hia 
alactloa or whila koldiag oflea, can 
become dlroetly or indiraetir ooa- 
naetad with tha ahia at ailplia,^ Bta« 
tioaary, or other proportr to, or la- 
taroatad in any contract with said 
Board; nor ahall any member vote 
"regarding the appointment or em- 
ployment in any capacity of any per- 
son related to said member as father 
mother, brotiier. sister, iuisband, 
wife, son or daiiKlitei. nephew or 
niece." 

VI. All appointments and pro- 
motions of teachers shall be made 
upon the basis of merit, etc, and 
aald Board shall provide for tha ex- 
amination of toachoia aad tasaa ear- 
ttfleatao to tkom. It may raoogalaa 
8ta«i Unomaa. Btata Cartiaaataa. 
or Btitta Ualvaraltr aad Normal 
School Certlfleataa whiah aro valid 
under the general school laws. 

VII. The Hoard of Kducatioii 
w^l receive no compensation. It 
may appoint m SiMTetary not oHi- 
ciaiiy connected therewith who shall 
receive a "reasonable salary."

XI. There are many featnres of 
minor Importance to the puliiic, viz. 

I establishment of a set of by laws, 
eieition of officers, tjieir duties. 
I duties of members, their removal 
I from office, etc. The general school 
laws of tbls State and all laws and 
parts of laws applicable to the gener 
al system ot public schools not In- 
conalaUnt with tho new law ramala 
la tall toroo and attaet, bat all lawa 
in aoatltet with tko proviatoaa af 
tka aaw'aat are rapoalad.

iicliool is most of all affected. Let 
your interest in the public school, 
and your money count in the qunlltjr
